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The Defense of The Gospel

Philippians 1:7. 


We are soon to celebrate Independence 
Day. On this occasion all will hon- 
or the thought and hold in reverence 
those who in 1776 were bold enough to 
claim for themselves the liberty that was 
justly theirs. This great nation was 
founded by a group of people who longed 
for freedom and social equality, as well as 
the privilege to worship God as their 
hearts dictated. Tired of oppression and 
pseudo Christianity, they left an old to 
seek a new and better world. That they 
found what they were looking for is evi- 
dent to all, because God has graciously 
blessed this country both in the spiritual 
and physical realm. This blessing, how- 
ever, is felt by all to be the result of di- 
vine approval, and not attributed to His 
aid in physical combat. The material 
blessings that have accrued in these years 
have not been the result of conquests, but 
rather have grown out of a peaceful 
reign. 


Today, billions are being spent in an 
effort to defend democracy and so-called 
human liberties. These billions are not be- 
ing spent altruistically but rather destruc- 
tively inasmuch as these dollars are going 
to build instruments of death and carn- 
age. It is true that we all love liberty and 
have the highest respect for those who are 
showing so much interest in the mainte- 
nance of it, however, we are of the opin- 
ion that strict adherence to the simple 
teachings of the Christ would avail much 
more than would the sheer force of arms. 

Paul, to whom the gospel was given by 
divine inspiration, tells the church at 
Philippi that he is “set for the defense of 
the gospel.” These words, spoken by the 
aged and feeble apostle, carry with them 
the import of virility inasmuch as the 
word “set” in the Greek means poised or 
standing in readiness. Thus Paul, by these 
few words, gives to the Church both a 
heritage and a challenge. 


To the Church God has entrusted the 
gospel, which in reality is nothing more 
than a divine emancipation from the 
bondage of sin. Without a true conception 
of God, and this alone can be obtained by 
the proper interpretation of the gospel, 
there is no chance for anyone to have lib- 
erty. So it lies within the power of the 
Church to give mankind the unadulter- 
ated gospel. 

Some may wonder why the gospel 
needs defending. This can be easily an- 


swered when one is made to realize the 
changes that have been wrought in the 
gospel by the cavilings of men. Paul pre- 
supposed this and even had to contend 
with it in his day, and it was for this rea- 
son that he assumed a militant attitude in 
the defense of the gospel and recommend- 
ed that we should do likewise. 


It is true that the gospel in its power 
and simplicity is a vibrant force that can 
stand alone on its own merits, however, it

deed. One cannot defend the gospel by 
dogmatizing and theorizing, for this, in- 
stead of creating a defense, acts as a de- 
structive agent. We have come to the 
place where an adequate defense of the 
gospel must be maintained or all is lost. 
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The Lord no longer speaks from heaven 
in tones of thunder but has put into the 
hearts of His people a message and an ex- 
perience that will enable them not only to 
live righteously themselves but cause 
others to do the same. Some are of the 
opinion that true salvation isolates and 
makes man to become a political weak- 
ling. This is a sad mistake for if we are 
to let the world know of the liberties 
that there is in Jesus and the power of the 
Holy Ghost to rid men of sin’s entangle- 
ments we must arise and be a militant 
people in these turbulent times. 


This is a day when Christianity should 
play a vital part in the social life of man. 
It is true that the purpose of the gospel 
is for something far greater than a social 
reform but since it has a saving effect on 
the individual and society is made up of 
individuals, society is bettered. We are not 
of the Utopian clan that believe that the 
gospel will ultimately triumph in this 
age but we do wish to iterate and reiter- 
ate the fact that by our defense of the 
truth we can salvage from the wreck of 
civilization a few precious souls who long 
for escape. 


It falls, therefore, upon the Church— 
the responsibility of holding the flame 
aloft in these times of darkness.

Of 
late, though, we have had to stand by and 
see literally millions, who voice the same 
opinion as we, surrender to an order of 
things that is just the opposite. So we are 
made to realize that nothing that man- 
kind evolves can long stand the test of 
time. This is a time of transition. Many 
are floundering in the sea of dissolution- 
ment. The world looks, it knows not 
where, for a solution to this chaotic state 
of affairs, so now is the time for we who 
maintain the true gospel standard.to arise 
to the colors and not let the gospel go the 
way of the ideaologies. Men, in times like 
this, are prone to lose faith in everything, 
however, in this sad state of affairs they 
are still susceptible to the gospel.

Let It Wave 
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¥% Evening Shades

I believe most students of prophecy 
will agree with me when I say we are 
doubtless living in the evening time of 
the world’s history. Very grave and dan- 
gerous days are these in which we now 
live. 

“ . . Woe unto us! for the day goeth 
away, for the shadows of the evening 
are stretched out,” Jer. 6:4. 

“And it shall come to pass in that day, 
that the light shall not be clear, nor 
dark: But it shall be one day which shall 
be known to the Lord, not day, nor 
night; but it shall come to pass, that at 
evening time it shall be light,” Zech. 14: 
G Fs 

Our subject is suggestive of a radical 
contraction of light in the hours when 
the sun declines toward the west. Con- 
traction is understood to imply a lessen- 
ing of the extent or dimensions, by caus- 
ing the parts of the body to approach 
nearer to each other. There is a contrac- 
tion of light when the earth begins to 
complete the range of its daily orbit. The 
first indication of this is the diminishing 
of the brightness of the sun from the 
first meridian. The earth has reached the 
first alternate angle from the sun’s rays 
at noonday. The power and brightness 
of the sun remain inviolate, but the 
earth’s revolution is a refracting medium 
that figuratively turns its face from the 
light. Wherefore, it is the changing po- 
sition of the earth itself that reflects 
the shadows of the evening on into the 
darker shades of the night. In plain un- 
mistakable terms, the earth turns from 
the light to approach the darkness, from 
the day toward the night. This is a literal 
fact daily, and will be duplicated in the 
actions of men of the cosmos world in 
this closing day of grace, and yet it is 
said, “in the evening time there shall be 
light,” a light that will combat the forc- 
es of the approaching “night of tribu- 
lation.” However, our subject deals pri- 
marily with spiritual events, not physi- 
cal. 

At this time the “children of the day” 
shall cease to labor and find their rest, 
and beautiful opportunities to multiply 
good deeds will end. It is the beginning 
of the hours when sinful men shall grope 
in darkness, and because they cannot 
discern their treacherous footpaths, 
stumble and fall. When the prowlers in 
the night emerge from their evil haunts 
to slink around in the dim shadows to 


prey upon the innocent. When otherwise, 
danger and peril are augmented. And it is 
the hour when sinful men who scorn the 
light and cover their sins with a mantle 
of darkness and essay to hide in the 
night what the day declares, will cast 
off the burden of their conscience with 
its just accusation, consequently losing 
the proportionate sense of justice, right- 
eousness and godliness and are the more 
conformed in their ways to the RULERS

Answer: That the mark of the beast 
will be a plain and visible mark adminis- 
tered for the purpose of identification is 
that upon which most Bible scholars are 
agreed. The Bible tells us what the num- 
ber will be. It does not tell us what the 
mark will be. There may be another visi- 
ble mark which may be used for the 
purpose, but will serve the same to iden- 
tify the one who carries such a number 
or mark as a subject of the antichrist. 
Antichrist, a person, is to be distinguished 
from the many antichrists. 1 John 2:18. 
The spirit of antichrist, 1 John 4:3, 
which characterizes all who deny Christ, 
the supreme mark of all antichrists, is 
the denial of the Christian truth of the 
eternal Son in Jesus as the Christ. The 
many antichrists precede and prepare the 


way for the antichrist who is the beast 
of the earth.

Question: Please explain 1 Tim. 5:23. 
“Drink no longer water but use a little 
wine for thy stomach’s sake, and thine 
often infirmities.”—Mrs. M. L. 

Answer: The other admonitions which 
were being given by Paul to the young 
man Timothy were those which affected 
others, but here he drops in one verse 
which is meant for him and him alone 
for special instruction or recommenda- 
tion. The margin reads “water only,” 
which would make the scripture read, 
“Drink no longer water only but use a lit- 
tle wine for thy stomach’s sake and thine 
own infirmities.” Just what infirmities 
Timothy had are not explained by Paul 
as he evidently took for granted that 
Timothy would understand the why of 


his recommendation.

Question: Please explain 2 Sam. 1:23. 
Was King Saul lost?—R. M. S. 

Answer: It might be well to quote the 
verse referred to. “Saul and Jonathan 
were lovely and pleasant in their lives, 
and in their death they were not divided: 
they were swifter than eagles, they were 
stronger than lions.” It might be well to 
note that this was a lamentation of David 
over the king of Israel and his son Jona- 
than whom David loved so much, and in 
David’s lamentation he was extolling the 
merits of those who had fallen. Both Saul 
and Jonathan had died in battle, fighting 
for Israel and against the armies of the 
Philistines. In this manner they were to- 
gether, that is, they died fighting for the 
same cause, a cause of freedom. It does 
not mean that their spirits or souls were 
in the same place. The very fact that 
Saul took his own. life, or made an at- 
tempt to do so, could not give any hopes 
that he was a saved man.
